AT THE RINK, 


Hon. 
Mark Han no, the great big 


man in the republican party, paid a. 
flying visit to Fort Wayne last night 
and thousands of people were on the 
streets to see for themselves whether 
the Hon. Marcus really had horns. 
One glance at the stolid, round fac^ 
of the great leader was enough. 
There were no horns, only a wide ex- 
panse of countenance which spread 
out over the forehead and finally 
termina/ted in a raw of hairs away 
back on the head. The short gal- 
ways were there and every person 
could easily determine that the fac3 
was the model from which Opper 
gets his likenesses for "Nursle," in 
his cartc-ons of "Papa, Willie and 
Nursie." 


Mr. Hanna arrived on No. 8 at 7:35 


in charge of the reception commit- 
tee, which had gone to Warsaw to es- 
cort him to Fort Wayne. There were 
carriages at the depot and he was 
taken immediaitely to the Hew Ave- 
line hotel and given the place of 
honwr on the Calhoun street balcony, 
where he reviewed the parade which 
started at 8 o'clock. The paitade was 
the biggest republican turnout of the 
campaign, there being 1,045 people 
in line, including the bands, drum 
corps, boys and little girls, walking 
and riding on wagons and on horse- 
back. A Sentinel reporter, with three 
friends, counted and timed the pa- 
rade, which required nineteen min- 
utes in passing the new court house. 
The Tippecanoes turned out in large 
numbers, there being 160 in line. 
Next in numbers came the electric 
works employes, 114 strong. 
In 


front of the electric workers was a 
big float, 'which carried a trolley 
polley connected with the street rail- 
way trolley wires. The float had on 
it a colored assortment of arc lights 
and presented a pretty appearance. 
The Bowser Manufacturing1 company 
had three or four wagons in line, one 
with an engine at work, the smoke 
puffing from the smokestack. There 
were fifty-three employes in and be- 
hind the wagons. There were sev- 
enty-two railway employes and sixty- 
six marchers immediately following 
from Huntertown. Huntangton had 
101 men in line, including the great 
I. 0. 0. F. band. There were forty- 
eight men from Rastetter's factory, 
the Soldiers, Sons and Citizens* club, 
the colored club thirty-six strong, 
the Aboite township club with thirty- 
eight men and boys and thirty-eierht 
horseback riders in the the rear. The 
parade marched south on Oalhoun, 
west of Brackeniudge, north on Fair- 
field avenue and disbanded >at the 
Princess rink, which was filled to 
overflowing when they arrived. 


After he had reviewed the parade 


Mr. Hanna was escorted to a carriage 
in waiting 'and escorted by a recep- 
tion committee of 200 citizens went 
to the rink. En route to the rink he 
was greeted with continual cheers 
for Bryan, scores of young men wear- 
ing white ribbons inarching along 
cheering for the democratic leader.

"Amend section two of article sev- 


en cif said constitution to read as fol- 
lows:, 


"Section 2. The supreme oouri 


shall consist of not less ithan five nor 
more than eleven judges, a majority 
of whom shall form a quorum, and 
they shall hold their offices for six 
years if they so loug 'behave well 
Any vacancy caused by death or res- 
ignation shall be filled by the gove-r 
nor, as is now provided by the consti- 
tution, but any increase in the num- 
ber of judges shall mat be filled by 
appointment, but election at the next 
general election, after any increase is 
ordered*" 


"A joint resolution to amend sec- 


tion twenty-^one (21) of article 
(7), of the constitution of the state 
of Indian'^ approved March 8, 1897. 


Section 1. 
Be it resolved by the 


general tassemfbly of the state of In- 
diana, that the following proposed 
amendment to the constitution of 
said state be and the same is now 
<agreed to and referred to the general 
a#sem'bly -cif said state to be. chosen 
at the next general election: 


Section 531 
The general assembly 


shall by law p^esciibe what qualifi- 
cations shml be necessary for admis- 
sion to practice law in 'all courts of 
justice* 


It is of the utmost importance to 


litigants in the state of Indiana that 
it be placed within the power of the 
people of the state to increase the 
number of 
our 
supreme judges. 


Sirlbe thje adoption of our former Con- 
stitution in 1852 the state has so 
increased in population, wealth and 
commercial interests that our pres- 
ent supreme couit has not aix ade- 
quate force to transact the immense 
bulk of business which is almost 
monthly placed 
upon ; its records. 


The result has been 
disastrous to 


business interests, Jias delayed set- 
tlement of questions affecting our 
large concerns ami caused, in many 
instances, irreparable loss to those 
seeking a final adjustment of their 
rights. 'This condition of affairs is 
so manifest that it is only necessary 
to call tW'attention of the intelli- 
gent voters to the necessity of an in- 
crease in ou* supreme judges and 
and the propriety of voting for the 
adoption of this amendment. 


jfiis to the adoption of the amend- 


iffent to the constitution regulating 
the admission of members to the bar, 
everyone will feel that to empower 
the legislature to pass laws regulat- 
ing the admission of persons well 
qualified intelligently and morally 
to practice before the bar will secure 
not only protection to litigants, but 
increase the reputation and stand- 
ing of members 
of the profession 


throughout the 
state. 
Under the 


constitution as it stands any quali- 
fied voter of good moral character 
is entitled to admission, even though 
he has never studied the elementary 
principles of the law and does not 
intend to follow the profession. The 
result of this has heefc so apparent 
in the many disasters which have 
occurred to litigants, who have in- 
trusted tueh* litigation to lawyers 
not qualified to practice, that it has 
not only brought reproach upon the 
judiciary of the stfcte, but has sub- 
jected the state itself to much ridi- 
cule. 


It is the sense of both 
political 


parties of this county that the above 
amendments 
to the 
constitution 


should be'adopted by the Voters of 
Allen county, irrespective of party, 
and to the end that every citiae* 
may know that there is Unanimity 
of opinion on this subject between

'As it was the ambulance surgeon 
ad to administer stimulants repeat- 
dly before lie dared to put the man 
i the ambulance for removal to the 
ospital. 
At the hospital Jones was placed 
i the prison ward and a policeman 
nd two keepers were assigned to 
uard him. Along toward 8 o'clock 
e had regained his strength some- 
lint, but nobody was allowed to see 
im. 
Warden Hagan, of the Tombs, de- 
ined to give out any of the details 
f the attempt to suicide. 
Jones -was committed to the Tombs 
ritli Albert T. Patrick on Septem- 
er 22. on the charge of forging Mr. 
ice's name to several checks. 
When -District Attorney Gardner 
enched his office today he was in- 
irmed'by reporters that Jones had 
ttempted to commit suicide and was 
sked-to make a statement. He said: 
"I have absolutely no knowledge 
: the matter, and consequently can 
ay nothing." 
Colonel Gardner was asked whether 
was true that Jones had made a 
nfession during the time the detec- 
ves and Assistant District Attorney 
sborne were "giving him the third 
egree" yesterday, but he refused to 
alk on this subject, saying he had 
thing to give out.

ments.

ments, ex-act, copies are herewith sub- 
mitted: 


"A joint resolution to itiuend Sec- 


•tion tnvo.'(2) of Article seven (7) at 
the Constitution of .the State of In- 
diana,'approved March 8, 1S97." 


Section 1. "Re it resolved by the 


general assembly of the state of In- 
diana 'that the following' proposed 
amendment to the constitution of 
said srate -be, -and the same is now 
agreed to, and referred to the general 
assembly of said state, to be chosen 
at the next general election: 


"Amend section two of -article sev- 


en cf said constitution to read as fol- 
lows:. 


"Section- 2. The supreme court 


shall consist of not less .than five nor 
more tlran eleven judges, a majority 
of whom shall form a quorum, and 
they shall hold their offices -for six 
years if. they so long 'behave TveJl. 
Any vacancy caused by death or res- 
ignation shall be filled -by the gover- 
nor, ns is now provided by the consti- 
tution, but any increase in. the num- 
ber of judges shall not be filled by 
appointment, but election at1 the next 
general election, after any increase is 
ordered." 


"A joint resolution to amend sec- 


lion-twenty-one (21) of article seven 
(7), of the constitution of 'the state 
of Inditing approved March 8, 1897. 


Section 1. 
We it resolved by the 


general 'assembly of the state of In- 
diana, that the following proposed 
amendment to the constitution of 
said state be and the same is now 
•agreed tr> find -referred to -the general 
assembly c.C said state -to be. chosen 
at the next general election: 


Section HI. 
The general assembly 


shall by law prescribe what qualifi- 
cations shall -be necessary _f or admis- 
sion ts practice law in 'all courts of 
justice. 


It is of the utmost importance to 


litigants in the state of Indiana that 
it be placed within the power of the 
people of the.state to increase the 
number of 
our 
supreme 
judges. 


Since the adoption of our former con-

'This condition of affairs is 
so manifest that it is only necessary 
to call tb# attention of the intelli- 
gent vot&s to the necessity of an in- 
crease in oui* supreme judges nnd 
and tfic propriety of voting for the 
adoption of this amendment. 


A's to the adoption of the amend- 


ment to the constitution regulating 
•the admission of members to the bar, 
everyone will feel that to empower 
the legislature to pnss laws regulat- 
ing the admission of persons well 
qualified intelligently and morally 
to practice before the bar will secure 
not only protection to litigants, but 
increase the reputation and stand- 
ing of members 
of the profession

he has never studied the elementary 
principles of the law find does not 
intend to follow the profession.

not qualified to practice, that it has 
not only brought reproach upon the 
judiciary of the state, but has sub- 
jected the state itself to much ridi- 
cule.'

in North Carolina by the democrats 
of that state?"

done in Porto Rico and not me re- 
sponsible for -what lias been done in 
North Carolina." He adds that there 
is but little if any difference between 
the racp question in-North Carolina 
and that in Porto Rico.
